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OF A DOUBLE LIFE. 


D. A. Martin’s Estate Is Divided Between 
His Two Families. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 1.—{Special.]—A re- 
markable case of double life was revealed 
here today in the court proceedings in the 
Hse of the $100,000 estate of D. A. Martin, 
who died Aug. 26, and who for a number of 
years was a prominent grain dealer on the 


Board of Trade here and in Chicago. Mr. 


Martin led a dual life and had two families, 
one here and the other in Chicago. He was 
supposed here to be an exemplary man. 

Aug. 31 Mary Ellen Martin, his Milwaukee 
wife, petitioned the court to have Joseph 
Lewis appointed administrator of the es- 
tate, alleging he had died intestate. The 
hearing of the case was set for today, when 
a woman claiming to be Anna H. J. Martin 
of Chicago put in an appearance, and 
claimed she was a large creditor of the es- 
tate. She claimed she was the common- 
law wife of D. A. Martin, that she had a son 
by him 13 years old, and that Mr. Martin 
had left a will which was in possession 
of Mary Ellen Martin and Cassius M. Paine, 
and she asked for an order requiring them to 
produce the will. 

Judge Mann granted the order and this 
afternoon the will was filed in the court. 
It shows the claim of the Chicago wife was 
correct, but that some one had attempted 
to destroy the will by tearing off the sig- 
nature. The will was made Jan. 2, 1894, in 
the presence of W. H. Wood and A. G. 
Weisert of thiscity. It disposes of an estate 
consisting of personal property valued at 
$20,000 and real estate which produced an 
annual rental of $4,000, besides the home- 
atead on Eighteenth street, in this city. 

The will bequeaths to May Ellen Martin 
of Milwaukee, whom he married twenty 
years ago, the homestead and the interest 
on $15,000 for her life. To Anna J. Martin 
of Chicago the interest on $10,000. At her 
death it is to go to her son, Willie E. Martin. 
Some minor bequests are made and the bal- 
ance of the estate is to go to Ellen M. Martin 
of Milwaukee and Willic B. Martin, the son 
of the Chicago woman. ; 

Although the signature to the will was 
torn off Judge Mann was convinced of the 
genuineness of the will and at once ordered 
it filed. The will names Cassius M. Paine 
as administrator. The affair has created a 
great sensation in the society and business 
circles in which Mr. Martin moved, as he was 
supposed to be a model man of family.

The National Issues Involved. 

The two naticmal issues now most prominently 
before us are thye curréncy and the tariff 

The business of the world cannot be transacted 
without money. It is the representative of values 
but it is not the measure of values. The true 
measure of values is labor. The amount of labor 
required to produce any given article, whether it 
be a bushel of wheat, corn, or potatoes, an ounce 
of gold or silver, or a ton of coal or iron, ought to 
be the measure of value. 

We must t.iave a sound and stable currency, a 
currency not Hable to fluctuations, for the sgfe and 
successful conduct of business and the empbyment 
of labor and the buying and selling of the products 
of labor. he Republican party is in favor of good 
money and of a sufficient volume to facilitate the 
employmer:t of labor and the unlimited transaction 
of business. 

The Republican party has always believed in 
and has maintained the tse of three kinds of 
money, Fold, silver, and paper, the only conditions 
being that all shall be of equal value and equal 
purchasing power. 

The paper, to be good, must be national in char- 
acter. The Nation standing behind it regulates its 
issues and keeps them within the limits of per- 
fect solvency. The gold and silver should be main- 
tained on a parity with each other, otherwise trou- 
ble must come and disaster will follow. This is no 
simple problem. It is ome that requires patient 
thought and investigation. I shal! not enter into 


details on this question. The woods are full of 


men who can tell you exactly what ought to be 
done, but that does not solve the question. 


Democratic Position on Money. 

Of the position of the Democratic party on this 
question of gold and silver we have no exact 
knowledge. The party is at | t gadly divided. 
The outcome of its policies is even more uncertain. 

The Democratic position on paper money has al- 
ready been indicated by the head of the present 
administration in the repeal of the 
prohibitive 10 per cent tax on State banks of 
issue and the consequent return into circulation 
of State bank notes. Still f"irther hunting for a 
aciution of financtal ties it has turned 
against the greenbacks. the greenbacks were 
good money and never drs the Treasury re- 
serve until this new ement took charge of 
the ship of state. The tréuble was their lack of 
expertence. The not understand the 
chart. The crew would pull together. Soon 
pandemonium followed asd doubt and uncertainty 
prevailed. Finally the ministration hit upon 
the idea of selling presumably to maintain 
the reserve, but really t pay the current expenses 
of the government. 1 must gay there seemed no 
other way out of the difficulties into which they 
worried the gov ne The duty _to sell bonds 
seemed imperative, ‘But the party might have 
gold them according to accepted business principles. 
The explanation would be more satisfactory if the 
bonds had been advertised and offered to the pub- 
lic instead of being sold at private sale at 14 
when they were worth in the New York market 
and sold a few weeks tater at 123. And what 
have we as the net results of such management 
in this short space. of time? A national debt in- 
creased $162,000,000 in a time of profound peace. 
Nor has this outward flow of gold yet been stopped. 
We are again below the reserve and seemingly in 
more danger of depletion than before and the sale 
of more bonds seems inevitable. 


Adding te the National Debt. 

Adding to the debt of the Nation by selling bonds 
is not an approved way of conducting a great gov- 
ernment. Selling sueh bonds secretly and at the 
sacrifice of milliona, not to speak of national re- 
spect, is simply despicable. The American people 
want the return of a party which: believes in the sale 
of products abroad rdther than bonds. When we 
sell more than we buy in Furope we will no longer 
export gold. I will of this more later on. 

Let us pause to nk of the humiliating specta- 
cle. Think of placing this great and prosperous 
government in the hands of a receivership. Think 
of turning over to a syndicate of international 
money lenders the finance and the credit of the 
country, while the President goes fishing and his 
Secretary of the Treasury goes into Kentucky to 
seeure an indorsement fer the administration. 
During four years of war, when a million men were 
arrayed against the government and millions of 
dollars were consumed dally, we were not 
to such a state of affairs! 

We are infommed that the syndicate had none ex- 
cept patriotic motives, What a sudden manifesta- 
tion of patrietiem in the bosoms of the Roth- 
schilds! It téok something to be patriotic at $13 
a month standing in front of a row of loaded mus- 
kets in battle line or at the mouth of a cannon, 
but when fifteen millions are realized by a syndic- 
ate im one deal on a single bond issue | am afraid 
there was something more than patriotism con- 
cerned. 

The Tariff and Its Importance. 

But money is after all only a means. It ts 
necessary in trading in civilized countries, but it 
is much more important to have something to 
trade. 

The workingman must have work or all the 
money in the world means nothing to him. 

This brings me to the tariff question, the most 
abiding and most important of all public qués- 
tions in this country. 

It engaged the attention of the fathers of the 
republic and the first bill which was signed by 
President Washington was one to protect the in- 
dustries of the country. 

This was more than a century ago. From that 
time until 1861 the tariff was intermittent, some- 
times protective and sometimes for revenue only. 

History teaches us that under the former we had 
prosperity and adversity under the latter. 

I may except the low tariff of 1846, which, sup- 
ported by a concurrence of fortuitous ecircum- 
stances, for a period of ten years did not produce 
disaster until the final culmimation in the terrible 
panic ‘of 1857. The Democratic party did not be- 
lieve Meat the panic was brought about by the low 
tariff of 1846. They have even claimed that as one 
of the greatest eras of prosperity. It became their 
shibboleth and in my opinion has been the ignis 
fatuus that from that day to this has lured them 
on through dismal swamps into the mire and dark- 
nessa, ever clinging to this strange delusion of free 
trade doctrine. 

In 1861 the Republican party came into power 
and inaugurated a thorough system of tariff for 

venue and protection. 

21 — rise and activity were quickened into 
life; the avenues of trade ana commerce were 
epened up and confidence and gilt-edged credit 
took the place of bankruptcy. Abundant revenues 
were prov ided to defray the expenses of the gov- 
ernment, our industries were developed, our 
wealth increased, and all classes found employ- 
ment at increased remuneration, and for thirty 
years prosperity and happiness prevailed, until 
the present administration obtained control. 

Cheap labor, it has been well said, is a national 
curse; it is a. barbarism. 

I gathered from a recent issue of the New York 
Sun, a Democratic paper, that in Europe the high- 
est wages are one-half of what they are m this 
country. In many places they are one-third and 
one-quarter of what they are in the United States. 
Laborers on farms in Italy, working from sun to 
sun in the field, feceive from 15 to 18 cents a day. 
God save America from such wages. It is not my 
purpose to enter into the details of tariff legisia- 
tion, but to leave these to others—to our distin- 
guished Senators, both of whom have been se in- 
timately connected during a long period with the 
details of such legislation, and to our Representa- 
tives in the Lower House of Congress. I have only 
time to speak of general principles and results, 
I will not diseuss whether the duty on certain arti- 
cles should. be one cent higher or lower, but I am 
satisfied that the great majority of the people 
now prefer a protective tariff to the issue and sale 
of government bonds to pay the expenses of run- 
ning the government, and that they also believe in 
a duty at least equal to the difference in wages 
paid abroad and the wages which are or ought to 
be paid in America. 

I read the other day that in Japan they are in- 
troducing modern machinery and operating it with 
labor paid for at the rate of 5 and 10 cents a day. 
Do we want shiploads of their goods dumped upon 
our western shores to be sold in competition with

Lieut. Peary'’s Brother-in-Law and the 
Kansas Scientist Said to Have Had a 
Falling Out About Bear Skins=Henson 
Tells a Story About Clashing on the 
Kite — Many Valukble Specimens 
Brought Back for the Museums- Gen- 
eral News’ from New York. 


New York, Oct. 1.—[Speclal.I— Prot. L. L. 
Dyche, who went on the Peary rescue party 
as an agent for the American Museum of 
Natural History, and Mathew Henson, Lieut. 
Peary's servant, arrived here today on the 
Ked Cross steamship Sylvia from Halifax. 
They brought with them a large number of 
museum specimens of arctic animals, min- 
erals and meteoritea. Incidentally it was 
noticed that Prof. Dyche and Diebetsch, 
Lieut. Peary’s brother-in-law, do not recog- 
a each other. Diebetsch also arrived to- 

ay. 

Henson, who has charge of Lieut. Peary’s 
collection, said very little about his experi- 
ence beyond hinting that the sufferings of the 
party were terrible and far greater than has 
yet been told. 

Prof. Dyche bas a chair in the University 
of Kansas. Heaccompanied the rescue party 
on the Kite, with a view to getting specimens 
for his own university and also {or the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History in this city. 
He will remain two weeks in the city to ar- 
range for the disposition of the specimens 
which he brought back with him. 

Ido not think that Peary will try another 
arctic expedi*ion,’’ said Prof. Dyche today. 
His last expedition was a dismal! failure. 
Although I cannot speak officially for Lieut. 
Peary in this matter, I understand he attrib. 
utes his want of success to his inahility to 
find the rations which he nad hidden at ad- 
vantageous points during his former trip 
Asaresult of this disappointment he was 
compelled to depend for food on venison, 
walrus, and fish. When these ran short he 
was compelled to fall back on his sledge 
dogs. 

The professor said that at no time during 
his stay in the arctic regions did Lieut. Peary 
advance further than ten or twelve miles be- 
yond the northernmost point reached on his 
first voyage. The last voyage was also prac- 
tically barren of any valuable discoveries. 

Prof. Dyche has. brought home between 
3,000 and 4,000 valuahle specimens, a large 
part of which, including seventeen specimens 
of walrus, will be placed in the Museum of 
Natural History. His entire collection in- 
cludes 24 walrus, 25 seals, 13 polar bears, 
and 3 narwhals., 

It was made apparent very soon after the 
docking of the Sylvia that Prof. Dyche and 
young Henson, were not on the best of terms. 
The suspicion that there had been some sort of 
trouble among members of the relief expedi- 
tion was fully cor firmed when, an hour or two 
after the arrival of the steamer.at its Brooklyn 
dock; Emil Diebetsch, who is a brother of* 
Mrs, Peary and who had been a member of the 
relief party, but had journeyed to New York by 
rail, steppe@ aboard the steamer and 
neither gave nor received any recognition of 
the presence of his former shipmate, Prof. 
Dyche. 

The facts in the case, as related, are these: 
When matters looked most dark for Peary’s 
re wed minors ip noen who above all ower 
thi s interes in the Museum of Natura 
History, d ed to takea hand in the mat- 
ter. e insttucted William Wallace, Super- 
intendent of the Museum of Natural History, 
to fit outa relief @xpedition. Mr. Wallace 
en the services of his friend, Prof. 
Dyche of Kansas, and chartered the steamer 
Kite. Mr. Diebetsch was to go along. 

The first trouble arose when Prof. Dyche 
was asked to sign an ironclad agreement 
making Mrs. Peary’s brother the commander 
of the expedition, and promising that no 
member of the relief expedition should 
* either directly or indirectly furnish any 
matter for publication from the date of the 
starting of the expedition until within five 
days after hie return to the United N 
Prof. Dyche positively refused to sigu this 
agreement. but this difficulty was eventually 
emoothed over. The next split occurred on 
the homeward journey. 

Mathew Henson is authority for the story. 
He says that while the Kite was returning to 
Newfoundland they fell in with the Aurora, 
which had on board five splendid polar bear 
skins. As the Peary party had obtained no 
* bear hides Mr. Diebetsch was particular. 

desirous of obtaining one. 

V Bat, ” says Henson, Prof. Dyche gob- 
bled them all. He wouldn’t give anybody 
elsea chance. A few days later we met the 
Dundee whaler Eclipse. Mr. Diebetach,

RIVER CONFERENCE. - 


Announced at the Evening Session at 
: Elgin—The Rev. E. W. Drew Found 
Guilty and Suspended from the Min- 


istry—An Appeal to Be Made—Wom- 
an Question Comes Up-—Lively Dis- 
perannuates—Routine Work. 


Elgin, III., Oct. 1.—(Special.J—The Rev. E. 
W. Drew was tonight found guilty of charges 
one and three_made against him by Mrs. 
Katie Smith. The punishment was fixed at 
expulsion from the ministry and the Rock 
River conference. The second charge was 
not proved, but this did not interfere with 
the fixing of the penalty. When Bishop 
Goodsell in a trembling voice announced 
the finding of the committee of fifteen which 
since the convention convened has been 
listening to the testimony a murmur of No, 
no,” almost drowned the announcement of 
the verdict. The Rev. J. M. Caldwell at 
once gave notice of an appeal to the Metho- 
dist Court of Appeals of this State. The de- 
posed minister was not present when the 
verdict was announced. Catherine Waugh 
McCulloch, representative of the Social 
Purity League of Chicago, has acted as at- 
torney for Mrs. Smith during the trial. 

A crowd attended the evening session of 
the-conference. Resolutions were adopted 
thanking the Rev. M. E. Fawcett and the 
Rev. Samuel Earngey, the pastors of the 
Fugin Methodist churches. A similar reso- 
lution was adopted in the case of Mr. and 
Mrs. D. C. Cook, The Secretary announced 
the receipt of from W. F. Stewart of 
Daytona, Fla., to aid in the erection of a 
monument to the memory of the Rev. 8. R. 
Beggs, a former member of this conference, 


Woman Question Comes Up. 

The Rev. Samuel Earngey precipitated a 
discussion on a question of the admis sion of 
women as lay delegates to the General con- 
ference. He offered a resolution that the del- 
egates to the Cleveland General Conference 
be instructed to vote for the admission of 
women first, last, and all the time. The Rev. 
john O. Foster at once objected and was in- 
formed by the Rev. Earngey that he was 
behind the times. The Rev. J. M. Caldwell 
suggested that if the delegates would not 
champion the cause of the women others 
could be elected in their place. The resolu- 
tion was amended to include an attack on 
the time limit and the whole was laid on the 


table. 

A resolution was offered instructing the 
delegates to vote in favor of the retention of 
the time limit. The Rev. J. M. Caldwell 
made an eloquent appeal for the abolition of 
the time limit. The Rev. J. O. Rogers and 
the Rev. Joseph Caldwell spoke against the 
resolution. After a protracted debate the 
motion was defeated.

Row Over Saperannuates,

PEACE BEIGNS AT PURE FOOD SHOW. 


Disputes Are Settled and the Exposition 
Is Inaugurated Auspiciously. 

With a glare of lights, a miscellaneous 
exhibit, and a throng of people the Pure 
Food Show at Battery D opened at 8 o’clock 
last night. There was no ceremony except 
a speech by Dr. Thompson, President of the 
National Health Association, expressing 
that organization's approval of the show. 

The difficulty between the managers and 
promoters of the show and the Hazel Pure 
Food company was allowed to drop yester- 


day by the ativice of the attorney for the 
Retail Grocers’ and Butchers’ Association, 


and the Hazel company or its controllers,

The members of the crew passed 
through great suffering from hünger and 
cold and were half dead when found by the 
lighthouse keepers and rescued this morn- 
ing. . 

The crew of the Jones also had a fright 
ful experience off Whitefish Point. The boat 
rarted its towline from the Brickhéad Satur- 
day afternoon, and dropped anchor one and 
one-half miles from shore. The wind soon 
efter shifted to north and northwest and 
piled seas mountain high around. Capt. 
Nelson and his crew of seven remained on 
hoard the schooner until Monday evening, 
when they deemed it best to go ashore. Capt. 
Bernier and his life-saving crew had their 
apparatus in readiness for two days to pick 
up the sailors in case the Jones drifted 
ashore. Capt. Small 6f the life-saving sta- 
tion, fourteen miles distant, also came to

The Raber’s cargo of lumber is consigned 
to Chicago River, but it is doubtful if a tug 
can be engaged to tow it from South Chicago 
unless the bill is paid in advance. 


VAIL AND BALTIC ARE OVERDUE. 
Owners of the Boats Are Uneasy—Last 
Seen Saturday by the Rome. 

The stamer Vail and consort Baltic, which 
passed the Straits last Friday noon, bound 
for Chicago with coal, have not arrived, and 
yesterday their agents began to feel decided- 

ly uneasy. 

The last seen of the boats was Saturday, 
when they were in company with the steamer 
City of Rome. A tremendous sea was then 
running and the boats were rolling fright- 
fully. On the Rome, Capt. Long said yes- 
terday, nearly every one was seasick, even 
the engineers being victims of nausea. In 
the firehold the firemen were so seriously 
incapacitated from the same cause that the 
deck hands had to be driven down to keep 
the fires going. The Rome kept coming. 
When eighty miles this side of South Manitou 
Islands the Vail and Baltic turned back. 
At. that time the wind was blowing fifty

The Elma rolled 
so hard in the trough of the sea that the boat 
jumped the masts out and the rigging was 
carried away. The schooner then water- 
logged and every sea swept the 
decks, The crew worked hard at 
the pumps until the schooner struck 


miles from the southeast. A few hours later 
it changed to the northwest and was blow- 
ing as hard as ever. It is believed that the 
Vail and Baltic stayed in shelter behind the 
Manitous and will arrive today. 

The schooners of the lumber fleet com- 
menced flocking in yesterday, and many 
showed evidences of the storm. The schoon- 
er Julia B. Merrill arrived in tow of the 
steamer George C. Markham, from Sturgeon 
Bay, leaking. The Charlotte Raab had its 
mainsail split, and lost deck loads were com- 
mon. The Captain of the schooner Norman 
has written the agent of the boat, Capt. 
Frank Higgte, that the schooner has lost 
some canvass, and that he is sick. He de- 
sired another Captain to come and take th 
boat, and his request was granted.

SIMPLY TEMPT FATE. 


GRAIN ELEVATOR MEN COURT DIS- 
CIPLINE BY BOARD OF TRADE. 


Openly Offering Corn, Oats, and Wheat 
on Eastern Markets—Complaints 
from Receivers, Shippers, and 
Scalping Speculators—Buying Grain 
im the Country at Non-Competing 
Points Gives Most Offense—Board 
May Declare Such Houses Irregular. 


If the grain elevator men of Chicago fear 
discipline from the Board of Trade in the 
least they are simply tempting fate by their 
attitude regarding shipments of grain to the 
Hast. They have come out second best in the 
set-to ‘with the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission; and unless all signs fail they 
will have to try conclusions with the Board 
of Trade directory at an early date. The 
members of the directory were not inclined 
to go into details as to what passed at yes- 
terday’s meeting, but it is intimated that the 
warehousemen and their relation to the ship- 
ping business was a subject of somewhat 
stormy discussion. 

Until recently the elevator men have had 
the advantage of standing squarely together, 
while their opponents have never been able 
to agree on a plan of campaign or the execu- 
tion of it. It is now evident there are dis- 
sensions in the ranks of the elevator men, 
and, in fact, Murry Nelson is not acting 
with his old associates at all. The grain re- 
ceivers, the grain shippers, and the scalping 
speculators have all at times had grievances 
against the elevator men. 


Complaints of Receivers. 

The receivers have been loudest in their 
complaints and have been the aggressive 
promoters of the fight against the ware- 
housemen. Their complaints are well known 
in the trade, but the one which arouses their 
indignation the most thoroughly is the 
buying of grain in the country by the eleva- 
tor men. Until recently the elevator men 
have considered it policy to play off the re- 
ceivers against the shippers. The Board of 
Trade rules and the State law do not con- 
template the buying and selling of grain by 
Warehousemen. The compromise agree- 
ment of summer before last provided among 
other things that regular warehouse proprie- 
tors should not buy grain in the country at 
non-competing points and should not ship 
contract grain from their own public houses. 

The first of these provisions was thrown as 
a sop to the receivers and the second was in- 
tended to hold the shippers in line. The 
term “‘non-competing point“ is a little indefi- 
inte, perhaps, but the receivers claim that 
within a few weeks from the time the agree- 
ment went into effect at least two of the 
elevator men were making card offers for 
grain at every point on their respective rali- 
road lines. 

This worked the receivers up to a high pitch 
of indignation, but the warehousemen were 
politic enough to at least make a pretense of 
living up to their agreement with the ship- 
pers. They only shipped off grades directly 
and shipped out contract stuff through com- 
mission rms willing to work on a narrow 
margin. Firms which had never been known 
in shipping cirtles suddenly became promi- 
nent and did an enormous business, Ship- 
pers believed these firms were simply the 
agents of the warehousemen in an effort to 
evade the rule, but they would not say the 
wareliousemen were not making a pretense 
of living up to its provisions. 

Open Offers of Grain in the East. 

Recently, howevér, the elevator men have 
come out openly and are offering No. 2 corn, 
oats, and wheat in the Eastern markets. 
An arrangement has been made which shuts 
out the shippers, and some of the oldes: 
shippers on the floor have given up trying 
to do business. 

A prominent New York house which does 
what is termed a c. i. f.“ brokerage business 
has sent out a son of David Bingham of New 
York as a representative. He does not buy 
or sell, but arranges sales between shippers 
or elevator men here and exporters in New 
York. The elevator men make him exactly 
the same figures as they do the shippers, 
and as the New York brokerage house is in 
touch with most of the exporters, it is ob- 
vious that the local shippers can do no busi- 
ness except without commisison compen- 
sation. The elevator men have simply ab- 
sorbed the shippers’ intermediate commis- 
sion. The shipments from the local market 
of corn have been heavy and continuous, but 
the shippers have not profited by them. As 
one man puts it, there are no shippers iu 
Chicago. 

The people who have been pushing the in- 
vestigation of the elevator controversy be- 
fore the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion believe the directors are in a position to 
declare any or all of the public 
warehouses irregular and their receipts 
irregular for delivery on contracts. They 
think this can be done either on the ground 
that the warehousemen have violated a 
State law or on the more simple one that they 
have violated a Board of Traderule. It will 
not be difficult to secure a proper complaint, 
and any of the old-time shippers will sub- 
scribe to it. 


PRESIDENT ANGLING FOR BLUEFISH., 


On Board E. C. Benedict’s Yacht for a 
Three Days’ Trip. 

New London, Conn., Oct. 1.—[{Special.]—E. 
C. Benedict’s yacht Oneida put in here today 
with President Cleveland, Private Secretary 
Thurber, and Dr. 8. D. Huntington on board. 
Mr. Cleveland is away from Gray Gables for 
three days and when asked if the trip was of 
political significance replied: “Most assur- 
edly not.“ 

Mr. Benedict stoutly maintained that the 
party were after bluefish and would yet suc- 
ceed in catching them it the winds would 
abate a little.

All officers detailed for service at the polls shall 
wear full police uniform, and you will notify of- 
ficers in citizen’s dress who may go to the polis 
to vote, to remain there no longer than is neces- 
sary for them to do so, and that they are not to 
loiter about or take any part in the election other 
than this. 

Inspectors will instruct their subordinate com- 
manding officers, who must in turn fully instruct 
and caution their men, that their duty is simply to 
preserve the peace and afford absolute protection 
to every citizen, observing strictly the rules of this 
department and maintaining an absolute neutral- 
ity as between contending factions. . 

Under no circumstances shall any police officer 
stationed at the polls or otherwise take any part 
whatever in politics or political discussions, other 
than to simply exercise their prerogative as citi- 
zens to vote where they are legally entitled to do 
80. : 
Every member of the department not specially 
detailed at the polling precincts, is hereby ordered 
on reserve duty. 

Commanding officers will carefully observe and 
note any violation of these instructions and report 
same to this office

Basis of the Proposed Settlement of the 
Whisky Trust's Affairs. 

The negotiations for a settlement of the 
whisky trust fight were not completed yes- 
terday, but in a few days, it is said, all de- 
tails will be agreed upon. The basis of the 
settlement is the payment to ex-President 
Greenhut and Nelson Morris 50 cents on the 
dollar for the bonds they hold; the dismissal 
of all litigatfon of every description every- 
where, and the payment of about $150,000 to 
Nelson Morris in complete settlement of his 
claim of $600,000 loss in the cattle-feeding 
contract. Other features involved in the set- 
tlement are said to be of much advantage to 
the new company. The settlement was ne- 
gotiated in New York and when papers are 
signed it will be presented to Judge Showal- 
ter for his action. As all parties in interest 
will agree it is not thought the court will in- 
terpose any objection to the plan. Nathan 
Bijur, New York counsel of the new com- 
pany, was in conference yesterday afternoon 
with the receiver. He declined to makeany 
statement concerning the pending negotia- 
tions. 

Peoria, III., Oct. 1.—[Special. The only 
developments in distilling circles today was 
the return from the East of J. B. Greenhut, 
formerly President of the whisky trust. He 
and his son, B. J. Greenhut, were early at 
work at their office. Mr. Greenhut said he 
was too busy and not in a position to do a 
great deal of talking, but readily confirmed 
the report of a settlement of the differences 
between himself and other distilling inter- 
ests. 

“Yes, of course, he said, there is a great 
deal I could say about distilling matters, 
but it would not be right for me to speak at 
this time.

Spirits Manufacturing company have been 
settled to the satisfaction of all parties.

1 could have prolonged the fight for a 
long time and think I would have been suc- 
cessful, but the litigation would have tied 
up every distillery in Peoria for the season, 
at least, and possibly for others. It would 
have worked a’ great hardship and would 
have been detrimental to the interests of 
Peoria. This was one of the important con- 
siderations in the settlement. 

“The settlement has been arranged, and 
all that remains is an arrangement of the 
details, on which the attorneys for the in- 
terested parties are now at work. They will 
be through in a day or two, and the matter 
will be presented to the United States Court 
in Chicago for ratification. I presume this 
Will be done something during the present 
week. Then the distilleries will be started. 
The Peoria plants will resume operations by 
Noy.

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TYPHOID EPIDEMIC ABATES. 


Health Department Reuvews [ts Advice to 
the Public on This Sanitary Point 
Rapid Falling Of in the Death Rate 
Dr. Gehrmann Completes Another 
Analysis of the Lake Michigan Supply, 
Which Shows Contamination in Some 

Since the Health Department advised peo- 
ple to boil their water cons derable abate- 
ment has been noticed in the typhoid fever 
epidemic, and Commissioner Kerr says if 
they will only keep on boiling the water the 
disease can soon be checked entirely. Last 
week there were only nineteen deaths against 
twenty-nine for the week previous. Dr. 
Gehrmann made a report yesterday of his 
ezamination of samples of water collected 
last Saturday. 

The report shows that out of twenty-one 
samples fourteen showed an absence of sus- 
picious bacteria while seven developed 
cultures that render the character of the 
water suspicious. The places from which the 
samples were taken and their. condition is as 
follows:

THERE MUST BE HONEST PRIMARIES. 

The Republican primaries are to be held 
today. They will be held under the Craw- 
ford law. That act, adopted in the hope 
that honest primaries might be secured, 
provides that no votes shall be cast except 
by members of the party whose names are 
on the registry books. It requires the judges 
and clerks to be men who act at the regular 
elections and who, it is assumed, will obey 
the law, and not do the dirty work of com- 
mitteemen. There are penalties for inis- 
conduct on the part of officers, for voting 
illegally, and for bribing or intimidating vot- 


ers. 

If this law is lived up to today’s primaries 
will be honest ones. The delegates chosen 
will be the choice of the Republican voters 
ard not of unscrupulous spoils-hucksters 
who have at their command gangs of Demo- 
cratic toughs who cast illegal votes, which 
are received and counted by complaisant 
judges. There will be no fights at the polls 
and decent citizens can go there confident 
that they can cast their votes peacefully and 
that those votes will be counted honestly. 

It is intimated, however, that this law is 
not to be observed. Each of the factions 
which is contending for supremacy says 
that the other is going to cheat and use vio- 
lence in order to carry its point. The pre- 
sumption is that it will cheat an@_use force 
also in order to get what it calls its rights.“ 
If that should happen then the result would 
be that about nine-tenths of the voters who 
disapprove of all factions would be dis- 
franchised, while the remaining tenth would 
be actively engaged in disgracing the party 
and paving the way for its defeat. 

What is needed just now on the part of all 
would-be leaders is obedience to law—the 
iaw of the State and of the party. There 
must be no fraud and no force at the polls. 
The judges must be honest and the repeat- 
ers must keepaway. Ifa ward boss cannot 
*lect his delegate ticket without the help of 
Democrats he must submit to defeat. 

The Civic Federation has sent out a cir- 


cular calling attention to the provisions of 


the primary law and offering to prosecute 
violators, wherever evidence can be ob- 
tained. It will keep its promise, and that 
fact should make reckless men more care- 
ful. There is no reason why the primaries 
should not be decently conducted. The 
Mayor has done all he can to secure that. 
He and his Chief of Police have given direc- 
tions that the patrolmen shall keep the peace 
and Shall do nothing more. The Mayor has 
ordered city employés not to act as judges 
and not to “work” at the polls. If there is 
rufflanism and cheating there he will not be 
to blame. 

„The vast majority of the Republicans of 
this county demand honest primaries. If 
they do not get them they will hold to a 
strict responsibility sooner or later the men 
who violate the law and disgrace the party. 


THE CUBAN MASS-MEETINGS. 

The Cuban mass-meetings at. Central 
Music and Association Halls Monday even- 
ing were a most significant and emphatic 
demonstration of the sentiment which ani- 
mates this community as to the question of 
free Cuba. It was in every way a repre- 
sentative meeting, for there were in attend- 
ance the Mayor and a large delegation from 
the Common Council and City and County 
Halls, prominent clergymen, physicians, 
lawyers, educators, financiers, merchants, 
and conspicuous representatives of the 
workingmen’s unions and assemblies, thus 
showing that all classes, irrespective of 
political sentiment, share this deep sympa- 
thy with the struggling Cubans. 

The speeches were short, sharp, and to the 
point. Mr. Cragin, in calling one of the 
meetings to order and in stating the reasons 
for it, pertinently said: 

It further seems to us that Chicago should lead 
in this agitation. New York, New Orleans, and 
other cities have close business and financial con- 
nections with the Island of Cuba, and have many 
Cuban residents. A movement started in either 
of those cities would be handicapped by the charge, 
whether true or false, that the agitation was in- 
stigated by Cuban refugees.

In other words, “ public sentiment” i 
warned that if out of regard for Mr. Harri- 
son’s preference for a private life he is not 
called on to be a candidate, it will not do to 
select either of the two other men who are 
the leading aspirants for the nomination. 
While very unwilling to be nominated, Gen. 
Harrison explains that it would be unsafe 
to nominate any one else, and his friends 
are working hard to prevent the commission 
of such a blunder. 

What Mr. New had to say on beualf of 
his chief could have been put in very few 
words. Gen. Harrison is anxious to be 
renominated an reé@lected. He is a candi- 
date for the nomination, and through his 
friends is working hard to get it. Recog- 
nizing the fact that Messrs. Reed and Me- 
Kinley are at this moment his most for- 
widable competitors he takes the trouble 
to point out what he considers their weak 
spots. One stands for ja bill which cost 
the party two defeats and stands for noth- 
ing else. The other he alleges is respon- 
sible for the heavy appropriations of the 
l ifty-first Congress. 

As an old politician Mr. New ought to 
have known that it woulfi have been better 
to say Gen. Harrison yearns exceedingly 
for the nomination and means to get it if 
he can rather than to paint him as a Cin- 
cinnatus at the plow with his head turned 
over his shoulder looking impatiently for 
the arrival of the Senators to inform him 
of his election and begging his friends to 
hurry them up.

GIVING AWAY A ‘FRANCHISE. 

The ordinance granting a franchise for 
the construction of an elevated road on 
Wabash avenue from Lake to Harrison has 
been reported back to the Council with a 
favorable recommendation. One member 
of the committee which had it under con- 
sideration offered an amendment requiring 
the company to pay something to the city 
in return for the privileges granted. But its 
representatives pleaded that the measure 
was solely for the benefitiof the public,” and 
all the other Aldermen voted against the 
amendment. 

Undoubtedly the public will be benefited 
by the censtruction of the elevated road in 
question, but somebody else will be bene- 
fited also and ought to be willing to pay a 
little for benefits to be received. The ex- 
tension of the Lake Street Elevated road 
from Market street to Wabash avenue was 
a convenience to the public, as has been 
shown by the increased travel over that 
road. The managers claim that the heavier 
receipts will make it a profitable property. 

The Wabash avenue ¢xtension will be of 
the greatest benefit tq another elevated 
road. It will put much money in its treas- 
ury, and therefore should put some in that 
of the city.” No donbt the ordinance as 
passed will not recognize the rights of the 
latter. But Mayor Sw ift will be more re- 
gardful of them. He will insist, as he has 
in other cases, that something must be done 
for the city or he will use his veto power.

COMMITTEEMEN CANNOT BE ELECTED 

Some of the leaders of the county faction 
say they will have the County Clerk call an 
election for a Judge to succeed Judge Shep- 
ard, whose term expires this fall, and that 
then Thursday's convention, having to nomi- 
nate a man for that judicial position, will 
become a “ regular county convention,” at 
which new committeemen can be chosen 
lawfully. 

Whether the County Clerk has authority 
to issue such a call, and whether a Judge, if 
elected under that act, could take his seat, 
are questions concerning which much can 
be said. But if there were no doubt about 
the matter, and it was the undisputed fact 
that a Judge had to be elected for a full six- 
year term this fall, still it would not be law- 
ful for tomorrow’s convention to elect com- 
mitteemen. For they can be chosen only at 
a regular convention called to nominate 
county officers, and the issuance of this pro- 
posed call by the County Clerk will not make 
Thursday’s convention such. 

Judge Blanke, whose term is to be filled, 
was not a county officer. Judge Shepard is 
not a county officer. The Superior and Cir- 
cuit Judges of Cook are State officers. Any 
one of them, if asked so to do, can leave his 
circuit, go into any one of the other four- 
teen circuits in the State, and hold court 
there. He can hear civil and criminal 
cases. He can sentence men to the peniten- 
tiary or to death, and his,acts will be legal. 
To call such a man a county officer and put 
him in the same category with a county 
Superintendent of Schools, a Recorder, or 
County Treasurer, is an absurdity. The 
idea could have oceurred only to men who 
were ready to jump at any pretext to justify 
them in carrying out their lawless designs. 

Ne juggling with calls can make tomor- 
row's convention “a regular Republican 
county convention, held for the nomination 
of county officers.” It is a special county 
convention, called to nominate a State 
judicial ciicer. As such it cannot turn a 
single committeeman out of his place. If it 
attempts to do so its action will be illegal 
and unconstitutional. The only committee 
which can call the Republican conventions 
to be held next summer and next fall will be 
the present one. 

That committee is about evenly divided 
between the two factions. Therefore 
neither has a right to complain if the pres- 
ent status is maintained. It will be fair to 
both to let the committee hold over. If that 
is done the factional quarrels and possible 
party rupture will be postponed for eight or 
nine months. During that time the dis- 
putants may cool down and come to their 
senses, 


TILLMAN’S SENSIBLE ADVICE. 

The South Carolina constitutional con- 
vention has voted down by nearly five to 
one a proposition that no colored man should 
be eligible to hold any State office. It was 
claimed by the friends of this scheme that 
it did not conflict with the fourteenth or 
fifteenth amendments, and that if the col- 
ored men were not allowed to hold office 
they would not care to vote, and white su- 
premacy would be assured. 

The proposition was opposed and defeated 
by Senator Tillman, whose supporters are 
overwhelmingly in the majority in the con- 
vention. He ridiculed the idea that the ex- 
clusion of colored men from office would be 
sanctioned by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Could it be supposed that 
after the negroes had been holding office 
for thirty years the Supreme Court would 
allow them to be discriminated against?“ 
If the members of the convention were to do 
what they were asked to they would, said 
he, make themselves the laughing stock of 
the country and write themselves down as 
a set of idiots. 

But it does not by any means follow that 
Senator Tillman, who is the dictator of the 
convention, is going to veto all attempts to 
wipe out the colored vote. On the contrary 
he is avowedly in favor of it. If he an- 
nounced that he believed in letting colored 
citizens exercise the right of suffrage his 
political power would be at an end. He 
has his plan for keeping the negroes from 
the polls and it w in soon be laid before the 
convention. 

The Senator’s plan is a modification of 
the Mississippi one. There is to be an edu- 
cational qualification, with certain excep- 
tions. The probabilities are it will turn out 
that those exceptions will let in all the il- 
literate whites, but not one illiterate black. 
If so and it is apparent that the colored 
mer are to be discriminated against simply 
because of their color, then the convention 
should vote that plan down also, for it will 
not stand when the Supreme Court of the 
United States comes to pass on it. TII

GOLD MINING CRAZE IN EUROPE. 

The British capital now is in the throes 
of a gold mining craze, the excitement of 
which has hardly had a parallel since the 
days of the South Sea Bubble, and Paris, 
Berlin, and Vienna are sharing in the mad 
rush, while buying orders come from Tur- 
key and India. The reports of almost fab- 
ulous yield in some of the gold mines of 
South Africa have driven the people wild, 
and many thousands of them are investing 
all their available capital in these enter- 
prises. Some of the companies have de- 
clared dividends of 500 per cent, and divi- 
dends of less than 100 per cent “are looked 
upon as quite modest,” though the great 
majority of the companies are not paying 
anything, and probably never will. The 
dealing in mining shares on the London 
Stock Exchange is reported to exceed in 
amount all other transactions there, and 
the market quotations indicate that the 
speculators value all the shares of the 
South African gold mining companies at 
250 million dollars more than they were 
supposed to be worth only a month ago. 
The gold mining ventures in West Aus- 
tralia are the subject of an excitement 
only second to that in the African fields, 
and in both new enterprises are placed on the 
market in such quick succession that it is 


difficult for the reporters to keep track of 


them. Nor is the craze limited to the less 
well informed class, who risk their moncy 
ou the strength of floating rumors. Some of 


the strongest financial firms are engaged in 


the rush, and it is said the Paris Roths- 


childs are taking, an active part fn the 


‘deals. 

As stated by Mr. Winston in his in- 
terview with the New York correspondent | 
of Tun TRIBUNE, “all this can have but |

to have been a real basis for confidence in 
the value of properties at the prices asked 
only a few weeks ago. It is the subse- 
quent “pyramid building“ on that rela- 
tively narrow base that is. working the 
mischief. The stocks of the African and 
Australian gold mines are selling for more 
than the total value of the gold output from 
all of them in the next desen years is likely 
to be, without making any allowance for 
the cost of mining, reduction, and trans- 
portation. Soon people will tire of paying 
these enormous figures, then those who are 
holding to sell will shade their terms in the 
hope of securing customers. 
prove to be the beginning of a rush of hold- 
ers, each anxious to sell on the best terms 
obtainable, with the result that the bubble 
will burst in less time than the few wecks 
it has taken to blow it up to its present 
great dimensions and rosy hue. 

The effect of this gambling fever on the 
other side of the Atlantic is felt already in 
this country. Tun Trisune noted the 
fact about three weeks ago that many 
British holders of American securities 
were selling them out for the purpose of in- 
vesting the proceeds in the shares of gold 
mines in South Africa and West Aus- 
tralia. Since then they have sold more, 
and other selling may be expected to occur 
when the collapse comes, the sudden shrink- 
age in nominal values of the gold shares 
rendering it necessary to obtain ready 
money by the sale of the stable securities, 
including the American. The statement by 
Mr. Winston that “the confidence of Euro- 
pean financiers and investors in the United 
States has never been stronger, if as strong, 
as at present.” is corroborated by all the 
information that comes to hand from other 
sources, and undoubtedly there are a 
great many European holders of our se- 
curities who have held aloof from the mad 
rush into the maelstrom which ere long 
must ingulf tens of thousands to their ut- 
ter financial destruction. For those who 
have joined in that rush, and have not 
withdrawn before the storm comes along, 
there can be but the one consequence, and 
that one of the most deplorable smashes 
ever recorded in the history of speculative 
crazes,

American Lawyer Defe His Actions in 
the Julio Sanguily Case 

Referring to a letter in a New York news- 
paper, signed by Manuel Sanguily, a few 
days ago in which Ramon O. Williams. Con- 
sul-General of the United States at Havana, 
is severly criticised for alleged apathy in 
the case of Julio Sanguiiy, an American citi- 
zen now confined in the Moro Castle, 
Havana, the following particulars were 
yesterday given by an American who has just 
returoed from the island. He said: The 
history of the case is this. Feb. 24 Julio 
Sanguily, José Maria Aguirre, and a number 
of other persons were arrested in Havana on 
suspicion of bemg active participants in the 
revolutionary movement just declared. The 
arrests were made Sunday. 

Late that evening Manuel Sanguily went 
out to the suburb where Consul-General Will 
james lived and notified him that his brother, 
an American citizen, had been arrested as a 
revolutionist, although he had no arms, and 
that he was then beimg tried by summary 
court-martial: Early next morning Mr. 
Williams came in and found that Julio 
Sanguily was registered as an American 
citizen and had been recognized as such by 
the Spanish Government, Aguirre was also 
found to be an American citizen.

The parties accused are allowed to name at- 
tor neys and advocates, who shall have access to 
them at suitable times. They shall be furnished 
in due season with a copy of the accusations and 
a list of witnesses for the prosecution, which lat- 
ter shali be examined before the presumed crim- 
inal, his attorney and adyocate. „ They 
shall have the right to compel the witnesses of 
whom they desire to avail themselves to appear 
aed. sive testimony, or do it by means of deposi- 
tions. They shall present such evidence as the 
may judge proper, and they shall be permitte 
to be present make ir defense in public 
trial orally or in writing, by themselves or by 
means of their counsel. 

„Now that is all there h to it. Nowhere is 
any provision made for intervention of 
diplomatic officers, much less consular offi- 
cers. Under what pretense, then, could our 
Consul-General interfere?

What Treaties Say. 

„I am a lawyer and was in Havana at the 
time und went carefully into the matter. I 
could find nothing anywhere in the existing 
treaties with Spain which would authorize 
consular interference except the old 
treaty of 1795.

“Consuls shall be reciprocally established, 
with the priviieges and powers which those of the 
most favored nations enjpy in the ports where 
their Consuls reside or are permitted to be. 

„Under this most favored nation’ clause 
I examined the various treaties between 
Spain and other countries and found in the 
last treaty between Spain and Germany a 
clause permitting Consuls, in the absence of 
a diplomatic agent,’ to address the govern- 
ment whenever treaty obligations were vio- 
lated. If Mr. Williams javailed himself of 
such an exegesis of threp treaties extending 
over a century I must congratulate him on 
his skill ana wonder at conflict he must 
have had between his science and his 
patriotism. I know Mr. Williams well and 
want to say his is a most delicate 
and difficult one. e is bound by strictest 
lines of duty hedged about by iron-clad regu- 
lations. He has the enbrmous commercial 
relations of the two countries to look after. 
On top of all this he is continually appealed 
to by so-called American pitizens for protec- 
tion, as they call it.

AS TO THE DUTIES OF NEUTRALS, 
2 Vocke Points Out the Principles 


William 

. dt International Law. 

Chieago, Oct. 1.—[ Editor of The Tribune.) 
The present revolution in Cuba and the deep in- 
terest rannifdsted by our people in the struggle 
for Cuban independence suggest the following 
romarks as to the pringiples of international law 
involving tha rignts and duties of nentrals: - 

The rules of conduct to be observed by our peo- 
ple in a war between foreign powers, resting 
upon the enlightened) views of the best writers 
on the law nation, were fully established 
during the administration of President Washing- 
ton and haye since become universally recog- 


nized. When, in 1798. war broke out between 


France on the one sidp and England and other 
po vers on the other, our government, having deter- 
mined to remain neutral. found it necessary for the 
protection of its dignity to proclaim its position 
to the world, assert its rights, and establish 
clearly defined lines for its international obliga- 
tions. The French Hopublie, presumi upon 
the efficient aid which the former French Gov- 
ernment had rendered us in our struggle for in- 
dependence, as also upon certain provisions con- 
tained in the treaty pf commerce between its 
country and jours, undertook. through its Am- 
bassador at Washingtdn, M. Genet. and its Con- 
suls at the different American ports, to fit out 
privateers and, mauning them with citizens of 
the United States, to{ prey upon British com- 
merce in our waters, take prizes, bring them into 
our ports, hold prize epurts at the French Con- 
sular offices, and confiemn and dispose of the 
prizes, 
President Washingtpn, therefore, on the 22d 
of April, 1798, issued his celebrated prociama- 
tion of neutrality in which, after reciting 
war existed between pertain European powers 
and it was the duty and interest of the 
United States to pursije in good faith a course of 
conduct “fnendly agd impartial toward the 
beiligerents,| and exhorting alb citizens to 
avoid acts tending tol contraven4 that policy,

be declared that no citizen should be protected | 


against punighment of any forfeiture which he 
might igcur under the jaw of nations by com- 
mitting, aiding, or abetting hostilities against 
any of the said powers or by carrying to any of 
them those articles whjch are deemed contraband 
by the modern usages of nations. And it was 
announzed that the Prpsident had instructed the 
proper officers to institute prosecutions against 
all persons who shail within the cognizance of 
the courts of the United States vio.ate the laws 
of nations with réspect to the powers at war or 
any of them.” 

Since the French Ambassador had no other end 
in view but to use the United States as a base of 
maritime warfare and to involve the country ina 
war with Engiand. the Secretary of State, Mr. 
Jefferson, asa further 
handed acts of the Frpoch Government on dur 
soil, addressed to Mr.] Genet, who claimed for 
them the sanction of the law of nations. a letter 
in which it was asserted that of natural right all 
judicial functions within the territory of the 

nited States must be exercised by the United 
States, and that sucii right had not been im- 
paired by any treaty with France. 


Where to Draw a Line. 


At the same time it became necessary to draw 
a line between commercial dealings with bellig- 
erents in materials of War and the fitting out of 
vessels, eniisting of man., and commissioning of 
officers here for hostilé operations. The British 
Minister had objected to the export of arms to 
France by our citizens pr from our ports. In re- 
ply to this Mr. Jeffersqu stated in his celebrated 
letter of the 25th of May, 1703, that “the com- 
missioning, equipping.;and manning of vessels in 
our ports to gruise against any of the belligerent 
parties is entirely disapproved, and the govern- 
ment will take efectugi meaus to prevent a repe- 
tition of it,” but that the rights of our citizens to 
make, vend, and expoft arms which were me 
chanical and commercial! callings was one which 
a foreign war couid nog take away. If our citi- 
zens exported arms on] their own account they 
did it subject to captuge and condemnation by 
the belligerents. : 

These views aré fully sustained by the learned 
Bluntschli who. in his work entitled **Das Mod- 
erne Vae kertecht, says: 

In case private persons in their ordinary busi- 
ness pursuits, and without the intention of ren- 
dering special aid and comfort to one of the bel- 
ligerent parties, sell th it arms or materials of 
war, they may run the risk of having their goods 
seized and confiscated by the enemy as contra- 
band of war, but by pérmitting the trade in con- 
traband goods the neutral relations of the State 
from which the tradq is conducted are not dis- 
turbed.”’ 

M. Genet paid no respect to the protests of our 
government; he refuged to abandon the fitting 
out of privateers. in one case sent a pri- 
vateer to sea in viola of his pleuged word to 
Mr. Jetferson. Theroupoo the government issued 
to the Collectors of [Customs throughout the 
United States a circular letter aying down rules 
for the guidance of revenue officers as to vessels 
equipped in ports of the United States and di- 
recting the oflicers tp refuse asylum to armed 
vossels of a belligerent originaiiy fitted out in 
the United States, of to the prizes of any such 
vessels. But, the circhlar proceed “the pur 
chasing and exporting 1 way of merchandise 
any articles commoniy called contraband, being 
general, arlike igstruments and military 
stores, ar ee to all Parties 

The courss pursued Oy President Washington, 
aided by the genius of Hamilton and Jefferson, 
as here indicated, has been warmly commended 
by the best writers} on international w in 

urope and America. 

To further emphasige the sincerity of t. gov- 
ernment in its endeavor to maintain strict im- 
partislity ag between both belligerent parties, 
Jongress, on the 5thlof June, 1794, passed the 
celebrated 21 frome which was continued 
in force for a — time by the act of March 2. 
1797. further enlarge by the act of June 14. 
1797, and perpetuated by the act of the 24th of 
April, 1800.

As to Breaches of Neutrality. 


An amended act wis passed March 3, 1817, 
which gave special powers to prevent breaches 
of neutrality and wag occasioned by the remon- 
strances of the Portuguese Government against 
the fitting out of privateers in our ports to aid 
the South Amer.can qountries in their struggies 
for independence against Spain and Portugal. 
All these acts were melted into one, with some 
changes, by the act of April 20,1818. This act 
2 till in force and provides substantially as 

ollpws: 

It prohibits our citgzens from accepting and ex- 
ercising commissions/to serve in war any foreign 
State against any State with which the United 
States is at peace. 

It. prohibits’ enlistments or procurement of 
such within the United States on board any 
armed vessel of a fofeign State, etc. To go bo- 
yond the jurisdiction of the United States for 
the purpose of so enlisting is likewise punish- 
able. but enlistments ou board of a vessel of 
subjects of the State owning the vessel, where it 
was completely fitted and commissioned as a ves- 
sel of war before its arrival in the United States, 
in case the rsons ieniisting were only transi- 
entiy within the United States, are permitted.

The reason for this rule I take to be this: The 
recognition of the independence of a revolution- 
ary party presupposes the 
objects, which means that the old government 

ainst which the 3 is di and with 
which we, as neutrals have maintained friendly 
relations, has n vanquished and become ex- 
tinct. This would be an 1 assumption 
80 lone as the struggle endures. Hence, before 
the party that endeavors to overthrow the old 
212 can bo recognized as having estab- 

ished an independent state, there must be a 
virtual cessation of hostilities, the old régime 
must have been removed and a well-ordered sys- 
tem of government must have been established 
in its piace or must at least beina fair way to 
be established. But as regards the recognition of 
the revolutionary party as a belligerent wer 
the case is different. Bluntschii treats this sub- 
jects substantially as follows: 

An armed force which is not empowered by 
the organs of state to 2 governmental 
authority may nevertheless } recognized as a 
belligerent party, if itis organized as an inde- 
pendent force, is capable of carrying on war, 
and, instead of the State, struggles in good faith 
for public rights. 

This constitutes, indeed, an exception to the 
rule that only States can carry on war, but when 
the revolutionary party pursues objects of State 
and is organized like a sovereign 8 it stands, 
as it were, in piace of the State. The interests of 
humanity demand that, in cases of doubt, such a 
party be treated as a beiligerent and not as a 
horde of criminals. In being strong enough to 
assert itself as a public power, analogous to the 
power of a State, in furtner offering through its 
warlike organization ‘guarantees of g order, 
and in manifesting its political objects and 
aspirations for the reconstruction of the State, it 
has a natural right to be treated like an army of 
the State. The dangers of excesses of power are 
thereby lessened not only for itself but also for 
its adversary. If, on the other hand, such a 
party is prosecuted as a horde of criminals the 
actual struggie degenerates into savagery and 
there is danger that both parties sink into bar- 
barism and outstrip each other inthe applica- 
tion of crue! reprisa!s. 

It once the criminal courts of the State are 
rendered powerless and actual war is waged for 
political purposes, it is more correct, in treating 


law at rest and to regard and treat both parties 
as hostile armies. It is, therefore, to be regarded 
as a progress in modern international law that it 
is inclined to treat an insurrectionary or well 
ordered revolutionary party as belligerents. 
although it may lack governmental authority, if 
a., it has a well disciplined army,

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SEVEN DAYS OF JOY AND FEASTING. 


Hebrew Holidays to Commemorate the 
Freedom of Children of Israel. 

Thou shalt observe. the feast of Tabernacles 
seven days; after that thou hast 468 in thy 
corn and thy wine. — Dent. xvi., 13. 

The feast which takes place Wednesday, 
Oct. 4, is a memorable event for Jewish 
people throughout the world, The biblical 
record is sufficieatly explicit for its observa- 
tion. Seven days are enjoined to be

kept to commemorate the liberation 
of the children of Israel from Egyptian 
bondage, and they were required to dweil in 
tents. The first two days were designed for 
full holidays, while four days were but half 
holidays. The last day or two, the first of 
which being designated as ‘* Hoshann- 
Rabba (Great Hosana) while the last days 
were celebrated as (Swan Simchosenu), the 
days of joy and feasting. The feast was ordained 
for several reasons, among them being the 
change of the season, the thanksgiving for the 
year’s products and general harvesting. Four 
species of plants and branches of trees were 
selected as typical elements of growths—to- 
wit: The fruit of some choice tree, a paim 
branch, the myrtle, and the reed of the brook, 
which were brought as offerings in the temple. 
The peopie were to assemble in their tents, 
including beside the family, the servants, 
strangers, the widows and orphans for a gen- 
eral rejoicing. The feast was to be celebrated 
so no labor was to be performed except that 
required for the preparation of food. On the 
Sabbath day the reading of the Pentateuch 
was recited before the whole congregation. 
The temple service was, indeed very pom- 
pous and attractive. During the second state, 
or during the existence of the second temple, 
the feast of tabernacies was even more 
prominently observed, while some new feat- 
ures of forinulisms were introduced which 
had increased its import and solemnity to a 
great extent. At an early hour a priest 
brought ina golden vessel which contained 
1.500 quarts of water from the stream of 
Siicoah, which had its course from the west 
side of the temple through the city. The 
priest poured out the water while the people 
cried: “ Lift bigh your hand we may 
see the water. The wine was contained in 
the east portion while the water was in the 
western part, beirn led in silver tubes at- 
tached to the altar. This procedure was ac- 
companied by trumpet sounds in nine alter- 
nating sections and designed as a supplica- 
tion for rain and moisture, 


FREIGHTERS REACH MAXIMUM SIZE. 


Larger Vessels Cannot Maneuver in Rivers 
Around the Lake. 

„Lake freight vessela have reached their 
maximum size for the next few years, said 
President W. L. Brown of the Chicago Ship- 
Building company yesterday afternoon on his 
return from an Eastern trip. Four hundred- 
fodt boata are the maximum, present and 
future conditions as far as we can see taken 
into account, and there will be fewer 400- 
foot boats built than those 350 and 385 foot 
ones. 

„ See there has been a contract placed for 
a vessel 425 feet long, but such ventures are 
more in the line of experiments. Even a 
vessel 400 feet long cannut make the 
crooks and turns in the Chicago River, 
and to have economic opera ion of a vessel, it 
must be able to load ee cargoes at 
the docks around the lakes. It is my opin- 
ion, and other shipbuilders coincide with me, 
that the lake freighter of the next five years 
will average in length from 350 to 400 feet, 
and no more. ? 

„One change which is surely coming is in 
the matter of the entrance into rivers and har- 
bors by these big boats. In the next year or 
so you will see cargoes taken from and un- 
loaded at big docks at the mouths of rivers, 
harbors, ete. These docks will be distribut- 
ing points for the smaller institutions, and 
will mean a great deal to lake commerce.

New York Tribune: The acquittal of the 
men charged at Wilmington, Del., with be- 

g Cuban “filibusters’’ has been so gen- 
erally expected that it will now cause little 
surprise. It will, however, cause much grat- 
ification, and will afford much encourage- 
ment to the revolutionists, both in Cuba and 
in the United States. Spanish papers ac- 
cuse Americans of sympathigzing with the 
revolution for selfish purposes. We see no 
reason for believing the charge to be true, 
nor do we believe it to be. However limited 
or widespread the present desire in this 
country for the annexation of Cuba may be, 
there is no desire to wage a war of conquest, 
or in any way to force the island into the 
Union against its people's will. But the 
dominant sentiment of intelligent Amer- 
icans is, we believe, that Cuba has suffered 
long enough from Spanish misgovernment, 
and ought to be set free from it and per- 
mitted to pursue her own destiny, whether 
that be perpetual independence or annexa- 
tion. Whatever some of their misrepresent- 
atives may say, the American people sym- 
pathize with struggles for liberty against 
tyranny every time. 

However, lest we be thought, because of 
our sympathies, to take too hopeful a view 
of the patriot cause, let us turn to the testi- 
mony of other witnesses. England certainly 
has no design of annexing Cuba, nor any 
wish to see the United States do so, nor yet 
any special desire for the extension of re- 
publican governments. Yet her view of the 
situation is fully as favorable to the patriots 
and as unfavorable to Spain as is our own. 
As the Tribune’s London correspondent 
says, the English regard not only the Span- 
ish cause in Cuba but the Spanish Govern- 
ment itself as in a critical plight. Its finan- 
cial difficulties are very great, and growing 
greater, and it seems almost impossible for 
it to raise further loans for the prosecution 
of the war. Yet if it does not the result will 
be fatal, for the loss of Cuba, or even the 
granting of home rule to that island, would 
probably mean the downfall of the Spanish 
throne. The London Times’ correspondent 
at Havana has made a tour in the Province 
of Matanzas, He found sympathy with the 
revolution everywhere, among the Spanish 
planters as well as among the negroes. He 
is convinced that the news of Spanish suc- 
cesses is often untrue, and that the Spanish 
troops are being worn out and demoralized. 
That is the view of a supposedly impartial 
and disinterested observer, and it seems to 
be the view which all such observers take, 


SINCERE SYMPATHY WITH CUBA. 


Expressed Almost Unanimously in “The 
Tribune’s ” Congressional Interviews. 

Sioux City (La.) Journal: Tus CriIcaco 
TRIBUNE prints the responses of a large 
number of Congressmen to the suggestion 
whether the time has arrived to send a 
commission to Cuba to look into the condi- 
tion of affairs there.” The most of there 
sponses flatly answer in the negative or 
indicate doubt as to the propriety of that 
specific proposition.

It is plain, however, that all are 
ready, a8 members of Congress, to do every- 
thing in their power discreetly to aid the 
Cubans. 

While to this end, remembering our own 
as well as their ultimate interest, it is neces- 
sary to observe those rules which the ex- 
perience of nations has established, the 
American Government, if it. responds to the 
unanimous sentiment of the people, will 
strain every point and embrace every oppor- 
tunity in behalt ot the Cuban independence. 
It will give the Cubans the best ofit. Its 
real policy will be to promote Cuban inde- 
pendence. It will even seek excuses, while 
keeping the diplomatic record reasonably 
straight on the surface, for action along this 
line. And when the fit time comes our gov- 
ernment will embrace opportunity, possi- 
dly on grounds of humanity or possibly on 
grounds of American rights, to take 
a position which will involve the banishment 
of Spain forever from. Cuba. 

This is what the American people want. 
They want the government to be discreet, of 
course, they do not want it to get caught in 
any obvious violation of international law, 
but they do want it to act sympathetically 
to the Cuban cause and in hostility to all 
European influence in the new world. And 
this is exactly the spirit Indicated in the 
expressions of a great number of the mem- 
bers of Congress.

Evanston Industrial 
School Submit ni aR to Questions 
~The Number pf Inmates, the 
Amount of Money ‘Received, and the 
List of Trustees Are Given in the 
Report—Mrs. Wallace Is Questioned 
—~—Commissioners Give No Opinion. 


The committee room of the County Board 
was filled with women yesterday afternoon 
when the County Com ioners were inves- 
tigating the Evanston Industrial School for 
Girls. Frank R. Grover, the attorney for the 
school, accompanied the trustees of the 
school and acted as spakesman, although all 
of the women had something to say about 
the good of the school before the committee 
adjourned, 

Little was accomplished by the special 
committee, which consisted of Commission- 
ers Cunning, Struckman, Kunstman, Jones, 
and Beer, and after the meeting was over 
Chairman Cunning announced that he had 
had all he wanted of investigation. 

A dispute between Attorney Grover and 
Commissioner Cunning arose as soon as the 
committee was called to order. Charges had 
been filed, the Commissioner said, against 
the management of the institution by the 
State Board of Charities and by private in- 
dividuals and it was to investigate these that 
the Commissioners had visited the school 
and invited the trustees to be present. 

The trustees had not been informed when 
they were invited to be present, Mr. Grover 
said, that there were charges against the 
management. They had not been 80 noti- 
fled, and, as they understood it, all they were 
to do was to answer certain questions 
submitted to them in writing. He asked that 
the charges filed against them be read. This 
Mr. Cunning refused tp do and it looked for 
a few moments as if the attorney and trust- 
ees would withdraw. 

Commissioner Kunstman came to the res- 
cue and said he thought the chair was going 


| a little too far, The only authority that the 


county had was over certain children com- 
mitted to the institution and the Commis- 
sioners had the right ta know how these were 
cared for and how the money expended for 
their care was used. | 

Attorney Grover then read from a type- 
written report the answers to the ten ques- 
tions asked ot the trustees relating to the 
management of the institution. In answer 
to the first question as to the number of chil- 
dren in the school the reply was 105, and of 
this number 78 were from Cook County. 
Some of these girls had been in the school 
five years. The reasan given for those re- 
maining in the intsitution over three years 
was that in every instance it was due to 
some physical defect which stood in the way 
of successfully placing them in homes. Oth- 
ers had been sent to homes and afterwards 
returned to the school. 

Money from the County. 

In replying’ to the question how much 
money had been received by the school from 
Cook County the report showed that the 
year 1891 the school received $10,099; in 1892, 
$14,339; 1803, $11,333; pave, $10,900; and 1505, 


$9,089. : 

The report shows that since 1889 561 girls 
have been placed in the home. 

The answer to the names of the trustees 
showed that the management of the school 
was in Mrs. — R. Wallace, Mrs. J. 3.

At the conclusion! of the answers to the 
questions submitted Commissioner Cunning 
asked Mrs. Wallace if she would answer 
certaim questions, This she replied she was 
ready to do. She was then asked about the 
experience of the | Supefintendent, Mrs. 
Wickins. Mrs. Wickins had had little ex- 
perience in the way of institutions, she re- 
plied, before coming to them, but she under- 
stood that she had been a teacher. Mr. 
Cunning then asked if Mrs. Wickins had not 
been put out of a State institution, and this 
Mrs. Wallace said she should not answer 
as she did not purpose to say anything 
that would reflect upon another. 

Mrs. Wallace was then questioned about 

the condition in which the institution was 
found by the Commissioners who visited it 
a week ago. When questioned on the report 
of the State Board of Charities Mrs. Wal- 
lace said she did not care to answer as she 
should make her answer to it to Gov. Alt- 
geld. However she said that the most of the 
charges were untrue and that the children 
were never abused, the only punishment 
being solitary confinement. She said the 
site upon which the school was located was 
not satisfactory to the trustees, but they 
did not intend to sell it until they could do 
so to good advantage. 

Chairman Cunning said last evening he 
did not know what the report of his corfimit- 
tee to the County Board would be. 


THEY HAVE NO MORE NAILS TO SELL. 


* 


Manufacturers Notify Customers That Sup- 
ply I Exhausted for Current Month. 

A special meeting of the Wire Nail Manu- 
facturers’ Association is likely to be Called 
this week, and as @ result of it the jobbing 
trade expects another advance in wire nails. 
The present price ig $2.40 for September, but 
two weeks ago the manufacturers generally 
informed the trade they had no more nails 
to sell for the current month. It was said 
by a manufacturer yesterday wire nails 
might be- put to $8 before the top was 
reached. The use of cut nails has been 
largely increased by the advance in wire 
nails, part of which latter is due to manipu- 
lation. The cut naj] people have an associa- 
tion, but by no méans as strong as the wire 
nail union. The former’s prices have been 
kept 25 cents below those of wire nails, but 
this, notwithstanding it is said the Wire Nail 
Association discerns a danger for itself in 
the conditions of 1 cut nail manufacture. 


The cut nail make 
chasers of small lots. The wire nail people 
accord no rebate except on much larger 
orders. At their next meeting, it is stated, 
they are likely to alter the rebate system so 
as to extend to the small orders. The ob- 
ject is, of course, to meet the competition of 
the cut nail men. It is said their sales 
amount to not over 15 per cent of the whole 
quantity of nails uged in the country.
